Words of Wisdom, sod Thoughts 
Worth Pondering Upon Spiritual 
•nd Moral Subjects—Gathered from 
the Religion* and Secular Press. 


The New Orleans Times-Democrat is 
trying to ascertain by letter how the 
various newspapers of the country look 
upon tin* old problem of the govern¬ 
ment ownership of the telegraph. It 
appears from the Tlnies-Demoerat's : t- 
quiry that it is prompted by the fact 
that most of the telegraph stations in 
the South are closed by <i p. in., ntifl 
that it finds trouble in securing news 
by wire unless its order is in long be¬ 
fore that hour, which, of course, is not 
always possible. If the telegraph in 
tile hands of a corporation does not find 
it profitable to keep its otHees open for 
the transmission of news matter or any 
other messages it is not likely that the 
government controlling the wires 
would find any profit in It either.

The 
rush of the enthusiasts continues and 
tlie vessels at the Pacific coast joints 
are not able to accommodate the 
crowds desiring to take (wissage.

It is not like¬ 
ly that they will actually make this 
journey, or If they do that they will be 
heard of again. A St. Louis man pro¬ 
poses to go to the diggings in a balloon, 
and he is not less wise than many who 
are starting for the gold fields by other 
means. Hundreds of those who are 
going to the Klondyke region are to¬ 
tally uuflttid for life under the circum¬ 
stances they will encounter there. The 
hardships there tire intolerable almost, 
and the chances of fortune decidedly 
against the "tenderfoot.” 


Americans need not think that they 
are the only people who have made 
the bicycle liopular. The London Cy¬ 
cle. a trade journal, has made a com¬ 
putation of the capital invested in the 
manufacture of wheels and the annual 
expenditure of cyclists, and the result 
is some astonisliiug figures. It esti¬ 
mates that no loss that £10,500,000 are ' 
invested in the making of various parts 
of the bicycle, In the 800,(XX) wheels 
now in use, in agencies, depots, repair- j 
ers, the manufacture of bells, lamps 
and saddles, clothing, shoes, and the j 
keeping up of race tracks, clubs anil 
riding academies. The annual ex¬ 
penditures are placed at £12,500,000. 
If these figures are even approximately 
correct there must l>e about $5,000,(XX) 
a month expended in Great Britain on 
account of the bicycle. As a great deal 
of this is spent by people of moderate 
means, there must bo somewhere a 
eowequitilt falling off in expenditures 
for other things. Indeed, shopkeepers 
in England, like their brothers in 
America, complain tlmt the bicycle 
craze has hurt, business.

The Trial of Christ.” 

ROF. KXOYVL- 
t o u lectured be¬ 
fore the Anu Ar¬ 
bor (Mich.) sum¬ 
mer school stu¬ 
dents recently on 
the unique sub¬ 
ject, “The Trial of 
Christ front a 
Lawyer's Stand¬ 
point.” There was 
a large audience 
present and they 
were given a most 
Interesting lec¬ 
ture, which represented tlte results of 
years of study and investigation on the 
subject of Jewish jurisprudence and 
its bearing on the trial of Christ. 

The professor spoke in outline as fol¬ 
lows: “We conte to the study of the 
I greatest trial known to the history of 
i criminal law, the trial of the man 
Jesus, and we put tills inquiry, Was 

tlie crucifixion murder or justifiable 

, homicide? Was He hung on the cross 
in violation of human lnw or under 
due process of law? One's faith in 
Christianity is in no way involved in 
tlie answer to this inquiry. He might 
have been regularly tried, convicted 
and condemned to death without cast¬ 
ing a doubt upou Ills accepted mission. 
Christianity rests upon a firmer basis 
titan tlie mistakes of tlie Jews. The 
criminal proceedings against Jesus 
may have been right or wrong. It mat¬ 
ters very little whether it was done le¬ 
gally or illegally under human law.” 

The professor then related tlie facts 
leading up to the trial before the san- 
I liedrlin, which he said was a corrupt 
| court, prejudiced against Jesus. The 
l charge against Him was indefinite. It 
cannot he said whether it was blas¬ 
phemy. false prophecy or Sabbatli- 
breaklng. There were many irregu¬ 
larities, but they do not vitiate a judg¬ 
ment Inquired into collaterally. Jesus 
was tried for a capital offense in the 
palace of the high priest; the entire 
proceedings against. Jesus were taken 
on a festal day, on Friday, n day of the 
pnssover, and tlie proceedings were 
null and void; Jesus was tried and con¬ 
demned at night, when it was n rule of 
law that a criminal case should be sus¬ 
pended at nightfall; and there were 
many other errors. Christ was tried 
four times, once convicted anil three 
times acquitted: and was then punish¬ 
ed, not for the crime for which He was 
convicted, but for the crime of treason, 
of which He had been three times ac- 
j quitted. 

The professor then takes up tlie form 
] of punishment inflicted, which was not 
j provided for in the Jewish laws. Jesus 
was convicted of blasphemy, and the 
Jewish penalty for that offense was 
j deiitli l>y stoning. The priests, liow- 
| ever, feared to stone Him to death, be¬ 
cause of tlie large following which he 
bad in Galilee at that time. Therefore 
: they hurried Him to a Homan court 
and had Him sentenced to death by cru- 
' citixlon. a Roman form of punishment, 
and the sentence was carried out by 
Roman soldiers. Their chief aim was 
i to compass Ills death, and tliis could 
| be safely done only by the Roman sol- 
: dlery. 

If for an offense against Judaism 
they had regularly tried, convicted and 
condemned Jesus to ileatli and had 
punished Him in accordance with t Heir 
own laws, with death by stoning, hu¬ 
manity might have been more charita¬ 
ble, and that memorable Inst prayer of 
Jesus, littered in agony on the cross, 

. might have been heard in heaven: 
i “Father, forgive them, for they know 
not what they do.”

Many Creature* Enabled to See by the 
Aid of Sensitive Skins. 

Eyes are popularly considered to lie 
quite necessary' to sight, but this L< an 
error, If we are to believe Dr. Nagei. a 
recent German experimenter. Many 
creatures without eyes can see; at least 
they can distinguish perfectly well be¬ 
tween light and darkness and even be¬ 
tween different degrees of light. This 
ls the lowest degree of seeing, to be 
sure, but still It is really sight, aud dif¬ 
fers scarcely more from the vision of 
some Insects that possess eyes than 
this does from our own clear sight. 

Creatures that see without eyes see 
by means of their skins. All skins, says 
Dr. Nagel, are potential eyes: that is, 
they are sensitive to light. In animals 
that have eyes the sensitiveness has 
been highly localized and greatly In¬ 
creased—sothat man, for instance, has 
a retina very sensitive to light, aud an 
expanse of ordinary skin which pos¬ 
sesses a sensitiveness to light so slight 
that it is hardly conscious of it. Y'et 
his skin is sensitive in some degree, ns 
is proved by the fact that It sunburns 
—that is, light may cause a disturbance 
in the pigment of the skin just us it 
does lu that of th<* eye. Iu the eye the 
disturbance is accompanied by a nerv¬ 
ous change which sends a telegraphic 
message along the optic nerve to the 
brain. In the skin too there are nerves, 
A Musical PI*.

He’s a Pensioner. 

Billy is a pensioner, and is the only 
one that the coriiorntion of Muskegon. 
Mich., maintains at the expense of the 
public. The administrators of the mu¬ 
nicipality’s funds are (Hindering over 
grave financial problems and seeking 
in every possible way to alleviate tlie 
distress of the overburdened taxpay¬ 
er, yet, in the face of all this adversity, 
Billy, the pensioner, daily receives ids 
rations, and no oue grumbles or thinks 
of grumbling. 

Billy is a small gfa.v horse, who lias 
won ills laurels iu the city fire depart¬ 
ment. where he lias served for twenty 
long years as faithfully and honorably 
as any horse could. He became a tiro 
horse lu the year 187(i and was six 
years of age when he was enrolled. He 
has now been a year on retirement, 
which makes His present age approxi¬ 
mately 27 years. 

Billy lias seen some big tires. Ho 
saw the great conflagration which oc¬ 
curred lu tlie latter part of the ’70s, 
that left the hanks of Muskegon Lake 
almost destitute of any trace of civili¬ 
zation. Billy raced and pranced to the 
great fire which swept up I*iue street iu 
the early part of this decade aud left 
hundreds of people homeless aud des¬ 
titute. Billy lias been to hundreds of 
fires, big and little, and lias unenvinbly 
earned security and comfort for the 
remainder of his old age. He reiKirted 
for duty for the last time oil January 
0 of this year, when his stiffened limbs 
helped to carry' the cart to an alarm 
coming from Lakeside and three miles 
distant from the barn. Since theu lie 
has liad a life of comparative ease, 
and, having been given the freedom of 
the city, he ambles leisurely about the 
Btreets. venerated by all who see him. 
He lives at barn No. 4, where he re¬ 
ports three times a day for his meals. 
Billy still has remembrances of the ac¬ 
tivity and excitement of the (Hist. for 
when the great bell In tlie city ball 
tower sounds a fire alarm he pricks 
up his ears and with as much alertness 
as his senility will admit he scrambles 
back to the barn, where, with an ap¬ 
parent air of disappointment, he views 
the younger and more spirited horses 
who have taken his place dash past 
the spring doors into the harness and 
out Into the street with a helter skel¬ 
ter. reminiscent of Ills more useful 
days. Billy ls gentle aud kind, and is ; 
a friend to everybody. He is much 
loved by the fire laddies, who make a 
great pot of him. He enjoys a frolic 
and goes through many laughable an¬ 
tics which the boys have taught him. ( 
Billy Is lioth well known and popular, 1 
and there is not much fear that the 
city pension commissioner will ever re. 
duce or discontinue Ills allowance. 


But iu many eyeless creatures the 
lack of eyes is in part made up by in¬ 
creased sensitiveness of the whole skin 
surface to light. Darwin long ago no¬ 
ticed that earthworms, although they 
have no eyes, will suddenly withdraw 
Into their holes at the approach of a 
lighted candle. Borne creatures seem 
most sensitive to sudden increase of 
light; others to sudden diminution. If 
a number of oysters, kept in a vessel 
together, are found to be open, they 
will shut all at once if a dark object 
comes between them aud the light. An¬ 
other bivalve, called Psammodia, has 
long, whitish, transparent tubes which 
protrude from the sand In which it lies 
buried. If these are suddenly illumi¬ 
nated they contract, aud the brighter 
the light the greater the contraction. If 
u number of them be carried Into direct 
sunlight they hasten to bury them¬ 
selves in the sand; or, if there is no 
sand, they move restlessly to and fro 
in the water until they are exhausted. 

In general. Dr. Nagel finds that 
creatures which respond to sudden 
shadows are those that live iu strong 
shells, while those affected by a sudden 
Increase of light live iu sand or mud, 
from which they emerge occasionally. 
In both cases the sensitiveness of the 
skin to changes of llgnt serves to pro¬ 
tect the animal. 

How does the skin acquire this pecu¬ 
liar sensitiveness? It will be best for 
the non-expert to suspend judgment, 
since even the scientists do not agree 
un this point. It may be that it is a 
universal and rudimentary property of 
all skin, and that animals with eyes 
have lost it iu a greater or less degree, 
because they have no further need for 
it. That ls another view. Those who 
favor tlie latter opinion point to the 
fact that some of the creatures which 
now have skins sensitive to the light 
an- probably descendants of creatures 
with sklus uot so sensitive; Lu these in¬ 
stances the sensitiveness must have 
lx>eu recently developed. Snails are 
sensitive, but their relatives, tlie slugs, 
tlie not; tills looks as if tin* former liad 
acquired the faculty. However this 
may be, Dr. Nagel’s study of these 
curious and out-of-the-way facts is cer¬ 
tainly Interesting and may lead iu the 
future to an advance iu our knowledge 
of the mechanism of sight,—Boston 
Journal.

TROUT AND PICKEREL. 

Something About Their Method* of Feed¬ 
ing, a* Observed at th. Aquarium. 

It is easy to observe at the aqnatitim 
the habits of fish in feeding. Some are 
slnggisb, some lire fierce and some are 
sly. The trout are fed on live Lillies. 
The Lillies when thrown into the tank 
scatter in all directions, with the trout 
after them like chain lightning, twist 
ing and turning with marvelous celeri¬ 
ty. The killies double, the trout dart 
after thpm. Rising to a bunch of kil¬ 
lies at the top, the trout fairly make 
the water fly. They jump almost, if not 
quite, clear out of it, as if they were 
turning somersaults, and down they go 
in again and on after the killies. It is 
a dashing, slashing, crashing pursuit, 
and in about half a miunte the killies 
are all gone. 

The pickerel—how different! How 
silent, and yet how sudden! The kiilie 
dropped in above darts downward 
through the water. Not pursued, it 
slow down and halts in the middle of 
the tank to rest and to recover its equa¬ 
nimity after its recent disturbing expe¬ 
rience of being removed from its home 
in the live food tank, carried about in 
a galvanized iron tray, and finally 
dropped into another tank us food for 
other fishes. 

At a littlo distanco is observed the 
pickerel. It has conic up silently, like a 
long, slender, little steamer moving 
dead slow. It conies to a halt so smooth¬ 
ly and quietly that the instant of its 
halt is not noticed. It is simply seen to 
bo lying there, motionless, about six 
inches from the kiilie. 

All is peace and quiet in tho tank, 
nnd the kiilie still balances itself in the 
water and rests. Suddenly, with no ap¬ 
parent exertion of power, tho pickerel 
darts forward. The movement is so sud¬ 
den that it is not realized that the pick¬ 
erel has moved until it is seen in its 
new position. The kiilie is gone. It is 
now in the pickerel’s interior, and prob¬ 
ably with only a very hazy notion, if 
any at all, of how it got there. 

The methods of the trout and picker¬ 
el are very different; their results, how¬ 
ever, are much tho same.—New York 
Sun.

Tho Union Jack. 

The origin of the word "Ja.fk” is un¬ 
known. The meaning, os understood 
to-day, is “something shown,” and hi 
this sense the application of the word 
is now limited to the Union flag. Some 
have supposed it to tie derived from 
the jnek or jneque, the tunic worn iu 
early time by men-at-arms, those of 
Englishmen being decorated with the 
cross of St. George; which jackets, 
when not In use, were hung In rows, 
side by side, tints displaying the blood- 
red cross, which was at. once tlielr ban¬ 
ner and their shield. Others regard the 
name ns coming from that of the sover¬ 
eign James (Jacobus or Jacques), who , 
was the first to hoist it its a national 
emblem.

Lampreys. 

In the rivers and lakes of New York 
state there is a bandit fish that roams at 
large and makes its living by robbing 
the gentlemen fish. It even attacks such 
vigorous fish as the black bass aud the 
pickerel, fastening itself to them aud 
sucking their bicod until they are dead. 
The name of this bold bandit is the 
lamprey. Professor Gage of Cornell 
university has teen 12,000 of these lam¬ 
preys spawning at one time in the out¬ 
let of Cayuga lake alone, and he has es¬ 
timated that they kill more fish than all 
of the fishermen of the state put togeth¬ 
er. The lamprey is abont tbe size and 
has somewhat the appearance of an eel. 
Professor Gage advises some manner of 
killing them by means of traps in tbe 
streams as they go up in the spring to

PRESS NOTES. 


A MENACE TO HEALTH. 

Market Inspector llaviR Protent* Againat 
the Practice of Kxposing Meata 
Offered for Sale. 

The annual report of Chief Market 
1 Inspector Davis was filed yesterday in 
the office of the Board of Health. It 
draws attention to the necessity of a 
more stringent supervision and inspec¬ 
tion of the slaughter-houses in Butcher- 
town. This duty, the report says, has 
devolved on one Assistant Market In¬ 
spector since the U. S. system of in¬ 
spection has been curtailed. Inspector 
Davis complains that cattle unfit for 
food are being killed in Butchertown 
during the hours when his assistant is 
not on duty. 

To mitigate against this condition 
, he advises the passage of an ordinance 
; prohibiting the killing of cattle be- 
j tween sunrise and sunset. There are 
j now twenty-seven slaughter-houses in 
Butchertown, Inspector Davis raports, 
only two of which are under United 
States supervision. 

Another evil of which Mr. Davis 
complains, is the custom of exposing 
meat for sale in front of markets, 
butchers-shops and provision stores. 
His report says of this: 

I would again suggest that markets 
i be prohibited from exhibiting meats 
in front of their establishments. The 
dust from the streets, impregnated 
with disease germs and filth, speedily 
transforms healthy beef into meat that 
is absolutely a menace to health. Meats 
intended for sale should be kept away 
from ail danger of attracting conta¬ 
gious diseases or such forms of bacteria 
possessing a tendency to cause sickness. 

The report says that there are 400 
meat markets in the city, all under the 
! supervision of two assistant inspectors. 
He submits to the Board of Health a 
series of maps showing the locations of 
these markets. Out of twelve arrests 
made within the year for violations of 
the meat ordinance, eleven convictions 
were secured.—S. F. Examiner. 

S. P. EXTENSION, ETC. 

This caption may sound chestnutty, 
but even chestnuts sometimes grow. 
The oocasion of again calling this 
headline out of the printer’s phat 
galley was the visit of the vice-presi¬ 
dent’s special train to Chino last Fri¬ 
day afternoon with George Crooker, 
the new vice-president of the road, 
accompanied by J. A. Muir. The 
speoial came in to Chino, went direct¬ 
ly to the sugar factory and away again. 
The bob-tailed branch from Pomona to 
“South Pomona’’ was also visited. 

Something was accomplished by the 
officials’ visit, for on Monday, accord¬ 
ing to terms just reached, deeds were 
transferred by John Ashley to the S. 
P. company for right-of-way across his 
place. This was the only obstacle in 
the way of the completion of the road 
to Chino, and we are told that Mr. 
Crooker said while in Pomona, this 
road should be pushed to completion 
at onoe.

A rush of orders from Coast stores 
where supplies are furnished for Alas¬ 
kan prospectors has oorapelld the man¬ 
agement to make arrangements for 
running night and day. All the fac¬ 
tories and mills in this vioinity are 
running full time, and there is more 
industrial aotivity than for many years. 
—S. F. Chronicle. 

SUGAR BEET NOTES. 

Ventura county beets take the cake 
for sugar percentage. They surpass 
anything of whioh we have ever beard 
in actual work, and are undoubtedly 
the richest beets ever harvested in 
quantity for a sugar factory. Analyses 
made there this week showed 30 per 
oent sugar. The price paid for those 
beets would be #8 per ton.—Chino Val¬ 
ley Champion. ,

HILTON’S LONG SEARCH. 

Found ii Man Who Swindled Him Nearly 
a Year Ago. 

David Ring, who gave his occupa¬ 
tion as an insurance solicitor, wus 
charged yesterday on the register of 
the City Prison with obtaining money 
by false pretenses. Some time ago 
C. C. Hilton of the Railway Mail Ser¬ 
vice swore to a complaint charging 
Ring with this offense. Ring has kept 
out of Hilton’s way for some time, but 
yesterday the latter saw him at Grant 
avenue and Bush streets. Ring en¬ 
deavored to get away and Hilton fol¬ 
lowed him through streets and alleys 
until California street was reached, 
when a friend who was with him 
called Officer Clark and the latter 
placed Ring under arrest. 

According to Hilton’s story Ring re¬ 
ceived #lfi from him in September of 
last year for a policy of aooident insur¬ 
ance in a Chicago oompany. Hilton 
did not receive the policy and wrote to 
the oompany informing it of the trans¬ 
action. It replied that it had never 
received the money, and last October 
Hilton swore to a warrant against 
Ring. He has been watching for him 
ever since.—S. F. Chronicle.

Safety Elevator*. 

An improved system has been adopt¬ 
ed in respect to the new elevators for 
the library of congress. They are built 
with a special view to safety, and in 
addition to a safety catch aro provided 
with what is termed the air cushion— 
the latter not a real cushion, inasmuch 
as it is not soft, nor is it mudo and put 
in position, being formed only when the 
elevator is droppod to the bottom of the 
shaft, and thus all wear and tear on the 
cushion is avoided. The principle is 
very simple. At the bottom of the 
shaft is a well about 13 feet in depth, 
the sides of which are so arranged as to 
come at the top within the sixteenth of 
an inch of the side of the elevator, this 
space gradually growing larger until 
thero is a distance of an inch and a half 
between the elevator and the shaft. 
When the elevator is dropped from tho 
roof, it pushes before it a quantity of 
uir, and, dropping into the well, tho 
air is compressed and. escaping very 
slowly, allows the elevator to setrle easi¬ 
ly-

TO CAN VEGETABLES. 

How Peso, Beans and Tomatoes May 
He Preserved. 

The manner of preserving vegetables 
for winter use Is now so simple that 
one prefers to prepare her own and 
have them In glass jars, these being 
bettor than the vegetables to lx* pur¬ 
chased in tin oans ami less expensive, 
for the jars may be used a number 
of years with the addition of only new 
rubber bands. 

An important Item is to make sure 
that the jars amt covers are perfectly 
fitting, thus being airtight. When tilled 
they should lx* kept In a dark, cool 
plaee. 

Green peas claim attention very soon, 
as the early pickings seem the sweet¬ 
est and best for canning. Wash the 
peas and reject all imperfect ones. Fill 
the jar with pens, shaking them down 
closely and (11 llaig It to the brim. Pour 
over the pens cold water, letting ev¬ 
ery little space between the vegetable 
lx* filled. When no more bubbles come 
on the water and the Jar overflows 
tit the covers on securely. Stand the 
tilled Jars in a Ixiiler of water, placing 
them upon a wooden rack or something 
to prevent their coming directly into 
contact with the bottom of the boiler. 
Place the boiler over the tire and let 
the water lxdl over the Jaiv for three 
hours, if the water in the jars evap¬ 
orates so the jars are not full, iqxm 
no account remove the covers to till 
them up; the vegetable will be best 
left as it is. If the cover is loosened 
during the process of boiling it must 
be screwed on as tightly as possible 
wheat.taken from the water. 

String lx>aus may be treated In tite 
same manner, except that loss Ixiiling 
is required for this vegetable. Put the 
stem and tail from the beans and 
string them; then cut the beans into 
strips lengthwise and then in halves, 
or, if preferred, cut them into pied's 
about one inch long. Put the cut beans 
in the jars, filling them very full and 
pressing the vegetable down closely be¬ 
fore pouring in the cold water; then 
proceed as with the peas, boiling the 
Jars containing the beans a shorter 
time; two hours will lx- sufficient. 

Ripe tomatoes may lx> canned whole 
and kept perfectly without the usual 
cooking. Drop the fruit into imt water 
to loosen the skin. When the peel has 
been removed, take out the stem end 
so no green remains. Pack as many 
of the ix'eled tomatoes in the jar as can 
he put in, having them whole if pos¬ 
sible, though any t<x> large may he cut 
into halves. Press the tomatoes as 
closely together as jtosxihlc without 
breaking them. Turn over the llacked 
fruit boiling water, pouring M In slow¬ 
ly, so the liquid will run into all the 
little crevices, and allow the jar to 
overflow before screwing on the fitted 
cover. As each jar is tilled with the 
boiling water and covered, stand it in 
a tub, IxMler, or some large vessel that 
has been filled with Ixvlliug water, hav¬ 
ing tiic water deep enough to complete¬ 
ly cover the Jars. When all the Jars 
are in the water cover the vessel hold¬ 
ing them with a rug or blanket and 
let it remain until the water becomes 
cold. As tlie jars are taken from the 
water tighten the covers if they have 
Lootfrthed, but upon no account lift them 
off. When the jars are opened to use 
the tomatoes the surplus water with 
the fruit may lx- drained out and not 
used. 

This manner of preserving tomatoes 
whole has been well tested and with¬ 
out the loss of a single jar, the fruit 
coming out fresher and ulcer than 
when cooki-d as in.the former mode of 
canning.—New York Sun.

ELEPHANT NOT CLEVER. 

The Popular Belief Contradicted by an 
English Writer. 

The elephant possesses very charm¬ 
ing characteristics and makes a very 
pleasant companion. For one thing he 
is not easily mislaid, and he is very 
obedient to the slightest hint given by 
bis mahout. 

In speed he is scarcely a record break¬ 
er, but he can gi t over tho ground in 
his shuffling way at tho rate of 10 
miles an hour, when ho likes. 

There is one thing that he is not—he 
: Is not n really clever animal, in spite 
of all tho tales in the story books to tho 
| contrary; otherwise he would not suffer 
himself to he so easily captured in the 
: khediiahs, the huge forest inclosurea in¬ 
to which the hunters drive the herds of 
I elephants for the purpose of capture. 

All the actions which are apparently 
spontaneous ou tho part of the working 
elephant are really performed at the 
bidding of the mahout. Tho driver ou 
his neck directs every movement by 
pressure of the knee, and as tho man’s 
knees are concealed under the elephant’s 
cars it is very easy to imagine that the 
elephant thinks for himself. 

When the mahout elects, for a change, 
to sit ou tho saddle, or pad, ho drives 
with his feet, and the dullest eye can 
detect how a rub of the heel on tho 
right, shoulder turns the elephunt to tho 
left, and vice versa. 

After his tractubility bis gentleness is 
the elephant’s most marked characteris¬ 
tic. Tho mahout takes cruel advantage 
of his disposition sometimes, thrashing 
him on the too nail with a billet of 
wood, or—if free from risk of discovery 
by his European master—pricking his 
trunk with a spear till blood flows. 

An elephant has rarely been known 
to retaliate save when it must. When 
that curious madness conies on him, no 
one dares upprouch him in his pickets. 
If he be taken in must, and the fact es¬ 
cape notice, tho consequences are likely 
to be awkward at least. 

In a suburb of Rungun an elephant 
belonging to a firm of rice merchants 
was one afternoon taken down to the 
river for his usual bath aftor work. He 
had, tho muhout said, been “dull” all 
day and seemed out of sorts. He was in 
must. He signified tho fact by seizing 
bis mahout and tossing tho astonished 
man into tho water; then ho ran into 
the “go down” close by and, with ouo 
squeal, dismissed some 200 coolies at 
work there. 

The go down wus a huge palisade 
shed, covering over nil acre and was full 
of loose paddy (uuhuskcd rice) and 
stacks of bugs and gruin. For two nights 
and two days that elephant enjoyed 
bimself umong thoso stacks. Spearmen, 
posted round the palisude wall, kept 
him in, and one might have supposed 40 
elephantB bent on mischief hud been 
there instead of one mad one. At last 
he was madu prisoner with the aid of 
two big tuskers and chained up until 
suoh time as ho should recover himself.

The blouse waist was 
trimmed with a band composed of black 
lace bordered with tucks and narrow 
lace frilling, and on either side of this 
the material was tucked crosswise 
with bands of black lace insertion be¬ 
tween. The l>elt of black satin had 
long sash ends. 

Such gowns as the one numbered 
four here are the sort that assert the 
complete stylishness of cashmere, for 
if such pretty dresses as this are made 
of It, who can say it nay? Narrow bias 
folds of white silk trimmed it In the

Half sleeves below loose puffs are be¬ 
ing worn again, in our grandmothers' 
style. The half sleeves are delicate 
muslin, which Is, if you are lucky, 
heavy with hand needle-work. Dainty 
round collars of needlework, such as 
we see in the pictures of our great 
aunts, are worn with these sleeves, 
only they are now set on a higli collar.

The collar above 
should be made of a bit of muslin yel¬ 
lowed as the collar is, with a bit of 
needlework from some old piece 
apllqued on. Every tiny scrap of hand 
needlework is precious these days even 
if the muslin on which It is wrought is 
falling to pieces with age. Cut out the 
lieautiful embroidery close to the edges 
aud buttonhole it to a new piece of net 
or muslin. It is well worth the pains. 

The dressy wrap just now Is of lace 
or net, cut work and embroidery. We 
are beginning to admit a prejudice 
against appearing out of the house 
without some effect of a wrap to drape 
the outlines of the figure, even though 
that wrap does not add a bit to the 
warmth of the costume.

NOVEL FORM OF HOSPITALITY. 

Plan by Which an Irishman Added 

to the Sum of Human Enjoyment. 

A ninu with an uuustvil Idea of lw>s- 
pitality was Mr. Mathew of Thomas- 
ton, Ireland, who lived In the earliei 
years of the last century. Mr. Mathew 
inherited an annual income of about 
$125,000. For many years he lived 
abroad in a very frugal manner In or¬ 
der to accumulate an amount that 
would enable him to Indulge In a form 
of hospitality in his own country in 
harmony with the plait he had devlstd. 
His house In Ireland might be com¬ 
pared in size with n modem hotel. 
Each of those he wanted to visit lilib 
had a suite of apartments and ordered 
Ids meals at the hour that best suited 
lilm. He could eat alone or lie could 
Invite others to join lilm. All tlie vis¬ 
itors hunted, shot, fished, played bil¬ 
liards or cards at will, and all brought 
their own horses. There was a regular 
bar where drinks were served with¬ 
out stint. Mr. Mathew as host com¬ 
pletely effaced himself. He mingled 
with his visitors as one whose stay was 
as definitely fixed as theirs. In fact, he 
conducted Ills house as if it were a 
hotel, with the exception that all was 
without charge. No servant was al¬ 
lowed to accept a tip. Violation of this 
rule was followed by tlie distant dis¬ 
missal of tlie offender. This establish 
merit, unlike other country houses ol 
Ireland of the period, was conducted 
with perfect order and without waste. 
His hospitality was lavish, and attract 
ed to Mr. Mathew all of the more fa¬ 
mous men of the time. Tire great sinn 
that lie had put aside during his resi¬ 
dence abroad enabled lilm to Indulge 
his hospitable instincts until he died.—

SIX MONTHS FOR AN ALIBI. 

A Sample of Justice as It Was Once 
Administered in the H ost. 

"Don’t question anything you hear 
about the administration of Justice in 
the early days of the West," advised 
the man who had dug and pi-ospected 
over a large part of it in search of a 
fortune. “I’ve seen men out there act¬ 
ing as magistrates that could neither 
read, write nor talk with an approach 
to correctness iu any language. 

“I recall one instance up near the 
head of Bitter creek. While a miner 
was down at the saloon one night en¬ 
joying himself after the manner of 
such men, some one stole into his tent 
and dug up the bags of dust he had 
buried there. Upon discovery of the 
theft there was a great hue and try 
raised, a sheriff's posse was called In 
and a young fellow from the East, lit¬ 
tle better than a tenderfoot, was ar¬ 
rested for the crime. He didn’t look 
guilty or act guilty and there was a 
good deal of sympathy for him among 
the boys. Otherwise the regular for¬ 
mula of justice might not have been 
observed. 

“When the trial came on tlie young 
man bad a lawyer that he had sent for 
and who made It interesting for the 
prosecution, who relied largely upon 
lung power and sledge-lmrniner blows. 
Inside of two hours It was proved by 
evidence that could not be questioned 
that the accused bad spent the entire 
night with a friend at his shanty three 
miles from the camp. Outside of what 
the friend swore to a number had seen 
tlie prisoner going out in tlie evening 
and returning in the morning. Even 
the prosecution was gracious enough to 
admit at last that a perfect alibi had 
been proved. 

“ ‘Thar's no mistake about it,’ roared 
the court, in order to emphasize his in¬ 
dignation; ‘it has been proved that this 
sneakin’, slick-tongued liypererit has 
committed a aleibi. I sentence him 
to six months’ hard labor.’ 

“And it took half a day to get the 
sentence annulled.” 

Had No Use Tor Anthracite. 

Edmund Cnre.v, of Benton, is In this 
city this week attending court. He 
was one of tlie early residents of 
Wilkesbarre. and was born Aug. 12, 
1822, on a farm at the lower end of 
town, now known as Carey avenue, 
which lias been named after the fam¬ 
ily. His father, George Carey, was 
one of the settlers who had the hand¬ 
ling of the first anthracite coal In Wy¬ 
oming valley. He bellied open a strip¬ 
ping In I’ittston township, now known 
as I’lains township, in 1815, and in tlie 
spring of that year loaded a raft with 
several others and took it down the 
Susquehanna to Harrisburg, where 
they sold the raftload of forty tons of 
anthracite for $10. They were discour¬ 
aged at such remuneration and left 
the transportation of coal dormant un¬ 
til 1820, when they took another raft- 
load down aud failed to find a buyer. 
They were so discouraged that they 
dumped their load of blnck diamonds 
Into the Susquehanna at Harrisburg, 
nnd ns far as these early pioneer ship¬ 
pers were concerned, the opening up of 
a coal market was ended.—Wllkesbarre 
Record. 

Sound Blindness. 

We have all heard often enough of 
color blindness. Many people, although 
they possess perfect eyesight for read¬ 
ing or seeing long distances, yet can’t 
for the life of them distinguish green 
and red, and many other pairs of colors. 
Lately it lias been found that some suf¬ 
fer from an exactly similar affection of 
tlie hearing powers—that Is, ail inabil¬ 
ity to distinguish particular shades of 
sound arising from some obscure af¬ 
fection of tlie ear. yet quite distinct 
from deafness. One boy. In doing dic¬ 
tation, always spelt “very” “voght.” 
He could not distinguish at all between 
the sounds of “very,” “perry” and 
“polly,” and yet lie could henv at as 
great a distance ns anybody. Another 
youngster would spell “different” "ilrif- 
ent.” He said that was how it sound¬ 
ed. And several others ran the letters 
“r,” “n” and "1” together In a hopeless 


HINTS ABOUT DIVING. 


HOW TO ACQUIRE ABILITY IN 
THIS RECREATION. 

Rules to Be Followed When Rescning 
One Who Cannot Swim A Knowl¬ 
edge of This Art la Essential to 
Life Saving. 

Saving Peraona from Browning. 

The whole secret of making a dive at 
the first attempt is to have plenty of 
confidence. Beginners, as a rule, are so 
nervous that they start to make a dive, 
but change their mind before reaching 
the water and turn it into an awkward 
tumble. It has often been found a 
good plan for two persons to hold a 
towel out in front of the diver to show 
how high he must throw his legs 
In order to make a clean dive. 

The low dive is about three feet from 
the surface. With the hands over the 
head take a deep respiration, and in 
leaving the solid surface throw the feet 
above the level of the head. In enter¬ 
ing the water turn the hands upward 
and you come to the surface. The 
prettiest high dive Is made when you 
spring far out, the body almost in a 
horizontal level, and allow the head 
and arms to decline toward the water. 
In making a very high dive the per¬ 
former changes the position of his 
body by giving a peculiar quirk to his 
legs, which has the effect of shooting 
him into the water head first. 

Headers are taken by running and 
Jumping off a springboard. The body 
is straightened out as In a high dive, 
aud there is but little splash on enter¬ 
ing the water. Diving feet first and 
the sitting jump, with hands clasped 
over knees, are als5 sometimes prac¬ 
ticed. Flippers are single or double 
somersaults make backwards or for¬ 
wards from a hoard or solid surface. 

The plunge differs from the dive iu 
that the former Is made head first from 


around the neck, bring the knees be¬ 
tween the two bodies, placing them 
against the lower part of your oppo¬ 
nent's chest. Then give a quick and 
sudden push, straightening out your 
legs at. the same time, and throw the 
whole weight of your body backward. 
This will press the air out of his chest 
ns well as push him off, no matter how 
tightly he may be holding. 

If clutched around the body and 
arms, lean well over your opponent and 
throw one arm in an upward direction 
at right angles to the body, or draw 



a firm take-off, the body being entire¬ 
ly free from spring. You simply plunge 
Into the water and rise to the surface 
by the guiding of the hands, which are 
held out In front as iu n dive. While 
in the water the body is perfectly mo¬ 
tionless. Good plungers can glide sev¬ 
enty-five feet In this way with little 
difficulty. 

Diving Is absolutely essential In life 
saving, it being necessary frequently 
to dive for a drowning person. It Is 
also essential to know just how to ap¬ 
proach and grip a drowning person and 
how to release oneself from their oft- 
times fatal clutch. The following meth¬ 
od is nearly about that adopted by 
the life-saving service of England nnd 
the United States. Experience has

proved It to be most effective, and it Is 
to be regretted that the directions are 
not more generally knowu. Briefly they 
are as follows: 

If held by the wrists take a deep 
breath and turn both arms simulta¬ 
neously against the drowning person's 
thumbs outward, and attempt to bring 
your arms at right angles to your own 
body. This will disoolate his thumbs 
and compel him to let go. If elutched

one arm up between your body and his. 
Then, with thumb and forefinger, catch 
his nose and pinch the nostrils close, at 
the same time placing the palm of the 
hand on his chin and push outwards. 
This will cause him t» open his mouth 
for breathing purposes, and he, being 
under, will swallow water. Chfilling 
ensues, nnd not only is the rescuer let 
go, but the other is left so helpless that 
he is completely under control. If 
clutched high around the body nnd 
arms, Jean well over nnd turn one arm 
in an outward and upward direction, 
which move will free the arm. You 
then proceed as in the other case. 

Alvout the easiest way of towing a 
person to shore is to grasp him by the 
clothes or under the arm and swim on 
- your back with a fast side stroke. If 
you swim better with the broad stroke, 
turn over on your face and let the 
drowning one lie on his back and put 
his arms about your neck. Or, if you 
are very strong, hold him up with one 
arm and swim with the other. 

Patient Endurance.

THE BABY AND 

THE WHARF RAT. 

T HE announcement In the dally 
newspapers several years ago 
that the 3-year-old daughter of 
Millionaire George Ainsley had been 
kidnapped caused not only intense ex¬ 
citement. but wild consternation 
throughout the city. Thousands of 
parents were concerned for days about 
their little ones, and elder brothers and 
sisters received strict instructions to 
keep watchful eyes on the younger 
members of the families, while nurse 
maids were sternly admonished to nev¬ 
er leave their charges for an instant. 

This state of affairs continued for a 
few days; then interest in the case 
waned. No more children were stolen, 
and newspaiK-r reporters were unable 
to find any further clews. The toilers 
of the press labored strenuously with 
the police, but results were not satis¬ 
factory, and finally the men who had 
spent days and nights endeavoring to 
find some trace of the child were called 
to other assignments, while all hut one 
of the detectives, who had been in¬ 
structed to follow up the case, were or¬ 
dered to the Investigation of other 
criminal matters. 

* Baby Ainsley had been kidnapped in 
the public park. The nurse had taken 
her for an outing on a pleasant after¬ 
noon and had sauntered to a liower- 
Jike retreat, where, beneath the shade 
of spreading shrubbery, she had rested 
for a time on a settee as she watched 
the little girl, who, with childish aban¬ 
don, played among the bushes and 
flowers. An acquaintance happened 
by, and in the conversation that en¬ 
sued the nurse forgot the baby for a 
few minutes. When she thought of her 
charge again there was no answer to 
her call. A hasty search followed Im¬ 
mediately, but the little one could not 
be found; and no one about tin* park 
remembered having seen her. The 
nurse hunted despairingly for half an 
hour, and then informed the policeman 
whose bent was on the park. In twen¬ 
ty minutes dozens of officers and detec¬ 
tives were searching the city, aud by 
supper time thousands of citizens had 
learned of the mysterious affair. 

During the week following It was as- 
icertained that a new-comer to the Ital¬ 
ian colony had been seen on the day of 
the khlnapptng, In the district given up 
to the sous and daughters of the sunny 
peninsula, leading a little girl by the 
hand. He was unknown to the law- 
abiding residents of that section except 
by the name of Giovanni. Where he 
came from, or with whom he lived, 
eotild not Ik 1 learned, as he had been 
noticed about the district only three or 
four days, and was always alone. The 
girl apparently went along with him 
willingly, and two of the persons who 
called at police headquarters stated 
that they heard snatches of his conver¬ 
sation, in substance that If she would 
be a good girl he would take her to see 
a lot of pretty birds and some mon¬ 
keys. So the baby blindly trusted him. 

The police became satisfied that the 
child was hidden somewhere In the 
Italian section of the city and searched 
every living place they could learn of, 
but her w'herenbouts were not brought 
to light, ami even the reward offered 
■by the heart-broken father for her re¬ 
covery proved unavailing, although It 
was afterward ascertained that Gio¬ 
vanni would have been glad to return 
the child for that sum hud he not been 
In fear of Imprisonment for a long term 
on account of the Intense feeling his 
deed had aroused. 

So the father aud mother suffered, 
waiting anxiously day by day for some 
word of hope, in anguish lest news of 
the baby’s death reached them, yet 
daily praying that she be taken from 
earth rather than be brought up In a 
life of sorrow and shame. 

Dennis O’Donnell, “12-year-old by de 
grace o’ God,” first attracted my at¬ 
tention In a police station. He, with 
fiveother street Arabs, had been caught 
’playing “craps” in Pie alley and had 
been brought before the sergeant by 
two officers. I was In the captain’s of¬ 
fice, and we smiled as we saw the raga¬ 
muffins arranged in line before the 
desk and heard them tearfully explain¬ 
ing that “we wusn’t doin’ a t’ing,” but 
paid little further attention to them un¬ 
til we heard an angry voice exclaim: 
“Youse t’ink becuz deyse holes in me 
clothes I don’t luv me inudder.” 

So original a remark from a street 
Arab called us at once into the guard 
room. We wanted to see what man¬ 
ner of boy it was who lived in the 
street and yet was proud of loving his 
mother, and we found Dennis with his 
bands clenched tightly aud ready to 
fight at once with one of the big blue- 
coated men who had arrested him. The 
captain demanded an explanation from 
the officer* for the peculiar situation, 
and was told that Dennis bad tearfully 


pleaded to be allowed *o depart In 
peace because his mother would feel 
badly to learn that he was In trouble, 
when the officer tauntingly replied: 
“You’re a nice boy to talk about yonr 
mother.” 

That stirred nil the antagonism in 
the lad’s nature and he immediately 
a lowered back ami prepared to admin¬ 
ister punishment to the man who, he 
thought, had offered insult to Mrs. 
O’Donnell. 

The argument proved effectual with 
the captain, and Dennis was granted a 
privilege not extended to the other 
boys. They were sent to cells for a 
few hours, where they might repent, 
but he was asked In to the captain’s of¬ 
fice to tell why he played “crape” in 
Pie alley If he loved his mother. 

And his explanation was that he 
dild It to get a few more cents than he 
could earn by selling papers because 
they needed money to live. 

“But,” asked the captain, “don’t you 
' lose ns much as you make?” 

“Indade 1 don’t,” answered the lad, 
proudly, “becuz 1 know how to cheat 
de oder boys." 

No, be did not l>elleve this to be 
wrong, and I am sure be was honest 
In bis opinion. The theory of the edu¬ 
cation received by Itoys of the street 
is not based on the principle that it is 
wrong to sin, blit that It Is to be 
caught. They are brought up to obey 
the law through fear of It, not because 
they are benefited by Its observance. 

So Dennis saw no harm in cheating 
at “craps” so long as the other l>oys 
were not aware of his methods; and I 
am quite certain that if he did have 
any moral doubts on this point, the 
thought that Ills mother needed money 
made a virtue of it. 

During the half hour In the captain’s 
office, Dennis gave us some informa¬ 
tion about liis mother and his life. Mrs. 
O'Donnell and Dennis lived alone in 
one room on the top floor of a tenement 
house in Stone alley, which led from 
Foot street court, that, in turn, branch- 
lug from Foot street, one of the princi¬ 
pal avenues In the district of the poor. 

The captain mildly lectured the youth 
aud allowed him to depart, and it was 
several days before 1 could gratify the 
curiosity I felt in regard to the pecu¬ 
liar lad; but in the weeks following, 
when I had gained "Dlnny’s” confi¬ 
dence, and become his friend, ns well 
as, I hope, In some respects his bene¬ 
factor, he told me much of his life. 

Mrs. O'Donnell found it difficult •> 
get bread enough for “Dintiy" and her¬ 
self. She was a good woman, but hard 
work, seasoned plentifully with sor¬ 
row, had calloused her heart ngnlnst 
mankind, and in time she came to care 
only for her boy. 

As for “Dtnny,” he recognized no per¬ 
son ou earth worthy of consideration 
except his mother. His companions on 
the street were only for fun, rough or 
tender, as they would stand It; the 
prieat was good to him, but was to be 
shunned if possible; the police were his 
natural enemies, and school teachers 
he regarded as parts of the penance 
the priest Imposed at every opportu¬ 
nity. 

Blame not the l>oy. His mother's 
mind was so taken up with the strug¬ 
gle for existence that her moral sense 
was unquestionably blunted, nml if, in 
the hard life inqiosed on her, she could 
even remember the love for her child, 
it was an unlooked-for virtue. She 
found no time and little opportunity 
for teaching the good in life, even if 
she thought there was any. His les¬ 
sons of existence wefl' learned from 
the boys on the streets, yet down in the 
heart of the lad there was good, and it 
only needed opportunity to show itself. 
He and his mother were creatures of 
circumstances; they were neither bad 
not malicious. He would do anything 
his mother desired, and she felt that 
she only lived for him. 

Dennis 6old newspapers for a living. 
Between editions he blacked shoes. On 
rainy days he turned his hand to any¬ 
thing that came along; it mattered lit¬ 
tle what, if there were a few cents for 
him; either “craps," or holding horses, 
or running emiuds. With nothing to 
do, he “traveled with his gang,” and

evenings were spent with a crowd of 
boys, sometimes not as the poliee al¬ 
lowed. Summer evenings generally 
found them about the wharves, not In¬ 
frequently enjoying the fruits of care¬ 
fully-planned raids In the little dens 
which they appropriated and arranged 
beneath the piers among the piling. 
These dens were made simply, rough 
shacks being covered with a few 
boards which were fastened to the sup¬ 
ports of the wharves. 

“Dlnny’s” favorite hang-out was the 
quarters of the Young Cosmopolitan 
Associates; or, as It was Indicated in 
rude letter* on a board in the den, 
“Yung Kosmepolltens Assoshates.” 
This was a most select organization, 
composed of boys ranging in age from 
9 to 15 years. To become a member 
each one must have shown himself a 
hero, as they termed It. This was not 
by rescuing a person from death, or 
doing any other brave act, but by de¬ 
fying th* police or doing some deed cf 
a peculiarly dare-devil character. 
Stealing enough cigars, cigarettes, 
candy or fruit to gunnly all the mem¬ 


ber* entitled a boy to enrollment on 
the list of membership. 

The quarters of the “assoshab's” 
were situated about six feet below the 
level of an avenue running along the 
water front. One side of the den was 
formed by a heavy retalnlug wall, 
which prevented the waters of the har 
l*or from undermining the street, while 
the others were innde from drift wood 
and idanks stolen from convenient 
lumber yards. The roof wus the floor 
of a small shed occupied by an Italian 
fruit dealer, located at the street end 
of the wharf, which was one of the 
largest in the city, where clipper ships 
to and from the East Iudies and Aus¬ 
tralia were wont to load and discharge 
cargoes. The den was fitted with a 
few kegs and boxes for seats, and wns 
stored with relics of l*ast raids. 

To the difficulty In entering the den 
was due principally its immunity from 
discovery. The boys, after getting on 
the wharf property through a hole in 
the Ugh fence, where they hod remov¬ 
ed a iHwrd, has to go to one side of the 
pier and climb down the retaining wall 
of the street, swinging underneath ihe 
wooden flooring as they descended. To 
go straight down would result In im¬ 
mersion In the dock, where the water 
was deep enough to allow the big ships 
to be towed almost to the street wall, 
hut the channel did not extend beneath 
the wharf, and about teu feet from 
the water the oozy mud was encoun¬ 
tered. Climbing down these stones, 
and dinging like flies to a wall, was 
not without au element of danger, but 
the lads became accustomed to it. and 
the fact that it required practice to ac¬ 
complish tin* feat successfully gave an 
added sense of security to the retreat. 
Once in tile mud, the Iwiys had to walk 
a distance of alanit 150 feet before 
reaching tlic shack. 

It happened oil (lie 12th day after the 
kidnaping of Millionaire Aiusley’s lit¬ 
tle girl, that a grand raid, which had 
been planned several days before, was 
to occur. The object was the looting 
of a small confectionery and tobacco 
store situated on one of themaiustreets 
of the district of the poor, at the cor¬ 
ner of a small alley, lined with tene¬ 
ment houses. The building in which 
the store was located was an old oue, 
and there wns a window looking into 
the alley about ten feet hack from the 
street. The frame of this window was 
very weak, and one of the boys hap¬ 
pened to discover that but little force 
was required to push it In. He com¬ 
municated this fact to the “assoshates,” 
and the raid was arranged, a commit¬ 
tee of eight being ap|K>intcd by the 
president to secure the goods contained 
In the establishment which were most 
desired by the lads. 

There was nothing for the eight raid¬ 
ers to fear except for the presence of 
a strolling policeman, so three of them 
were selected to stand guard at the en¬ 
trance of the alley and see that none 
came near and surprised the others at 
thedr work. By 11 o’clock that night 
the arrangements were completed and 
a few minutes after that hour I lie eight 
met aj the opening to the narrow way 
and five proceeded to the window, 
which gave way easily to their com¬ 
bined efforts. 'J'wq of rile number 
were then hoisted oveY the sill and 
commenced handing the goods ort to 
their companions. 

How If was I cannot tell, but from 
some cause the keen eyes of the three 
sentinels failed to detect the form of a 
IKilleeman slowly approaching the alley 
entrance In the shadow of the build¬ 
ings, until he was almost on them. 
Perhaps the officer was suspicious; per- 
haps not. At any rati;, when the wild 
cry, “Ohee.se It, de cop,” rang out on 
the night air lie surmised that there 
must lie trouble In the alley, ami has¬ 
tened to it. Ten seconds later five 
madly running boys rushed out Just 
ahead of him, the two Inside the store 
having been gotten out In safety, with 
the assistance of their three compan¬ 
ions. Wildly the five Kcniiqierod to¬ 
ward the wharf and their shelter, and 
swiftly the policeman followed them. 
“Dlnuy,” who had been lu the store, 
and who was the speediest runner, 
wns well In the lend, ami the other four 
were bunched together. As file boys 
reached tlie water front avenue an¬ 
other officer heard his colleague’s call 
for assistance, and he, too, joined In 
the chase. Down by the wharf the 
pursued and pursuers swept, until the 
hole In the fence which .gave entrance 
to the wharf was reached, and there 
the young thieves jumi»ed through, the 
officers close at hand as they arrived, 
ami narrowly missing the last boy’s 
clothing when a speculative grab was 
made. The policemen were balk«>d 
until they could pull another picket 
from the fence, that there might lie 
sufficient space for them to got through 
after the seared party of '•assoshates.” 

Five lively “wharf rats,” however, 
proved to be more than two officers 
could handle, especially as three of 
them had crawled to the top of the 
retaining wall. So the blue-eoats de¬ 
cided to take four of them to the 
street, and, after calling the patrol 
wagon, return for the fifth, who hap¬ 
pened to be “Dlnny.” Au efTort was 
accordingly made to carry out this pro¬ 
gram. 

Now Dlnny O’Donnell knew that 
his fate would be determined In a short 
time, and that If he was to escape he 
had but a few minutes to get aiway. 
He thought quickly and decided that 
tils only hope lay in escaping over¬ 
head; otherwise he would soon be In 
the police station.
